IS NOT A TRUST SYSTEM 


Gornper* Declares That tbe Whole 


World I» Permitted to Join and Share 


| Benefit* of United Action—Has Some- 


thing to Say In Defense of Strikes 


Boston, April 1C.—A meeting in advo- 


cacy of shorter hours of labor and to 
arouse sentiment for the 
nine-hour 


workday which will be demanded by 
the machinists of New England on May 
20 was addressed by Samuel Gompers, 
president of the American Federation of 
Labor, and James O'Connell, president 
of the International Machinists' asso- 
ciation, in Faueuil hall last night. 


President Gompers spoke of the prog- 


ress of the labor movement and the 
duty that is now felt by members of 
the labor organizations to life up hu- 
manity. 
"On every hand," said Mr. 


Gompers. "we see the concentration of 
wealth controlling not only politics, but, 
what is of greater importance to us, 
controlling the industries of the coun- 
try. 
We may discuss and bold in hor- 


ror the great powers that are used po- 
litically in the 
world, but there is 


greater danger from industrial impe- 
rialism than from any other kind." 


Mr. Gompers spoke of the increasing 


respect for labor organizations and the 
labor problems that have been noted 
during recent years, calling attention 
to the change in sentiment • exhibited 
by the church, the partisan, the states- 
man, the press aid the colleges. 
The 


trades union movement, he declared, 
improved the condition of the workers 
during the past 50 years more than all 
the other efforts in history. 


Discussing the charge that trades, 


traions are trusts, Mr. Gompers said: 
"Trusts are possessors of wealth that 
endeavor to confine the Influences for 
good to the fewest possible number, re- 
gardless of what injury it may do to 
the masses of the people. 
You can't 


break into a trust with an axe. 
On tbe 


other hand, unions of labor cannot ex- 
ist If they confine their membership to 
a few, and they throw open wide their 
portals and admit the whole world to 
join in the movement pnd share tfco 
benefits of united action." 
Defending 


the strike from the charge that it is a 
relic of barbarism, Mr. Gompers said: 
"The strike is the highest civilized meth- 
od of the masses to attain their rights." 


Mr. O'Conuell made a plea to the ma- 


chinists of Boston to join the short-hour 
movement. 


Hosiery Operatives Going to Work 
Ipswich, Mass., April 16.—The strike 


of the operatives at the Ipswich hos- 
iery mills, which was begun about three 
weeks ago, was settled yesterday, the 
operatives votiug for a return to work 
whenever the management is ready for 
them, under conditions named in au 
agreement.

funds of the institution. 


The friends of Cashier Lewis remain 


true to him, and lie was under arrest 
only nine hours before the necessary 
bondsmen uud been secured to effect his 
release. 
Several proniiBeut citizens 


volunteered to sigu the bond, and many 
others also expressed a willingness to 
assist Lewis, but the district attorney 
said that no other names were re- 
quired. 


The arrest of Lewis was a surprise 


to many people here. 
He was taken 


into custody at the apartments of his 
married daughter, with whom he had 
made his home, over the bank. 


The methods, employed by Lewis to 


cover up his shortage the examiner re- 
fused to divulge. 
When asked how It 


was that Lewis was> able to deceive so 
many examiners, Mr. Sullivan said 
that tbe device used was as clever a 
method as he had ever heard of, and 
that it required a good deal of nerve to 
carry it into effect. 
It is probable that 


the plans the cashier carried Out so suc- 
cessfully will be explained when the di- 
rectors arrive hero.

Bangor, Me., April 16.—It is beginning 


to be realized by lumbermen that, as 
the pulp magnates declared last winter 
in the course of the legislative tight for 
tbe control of tbe Penobscot water, the 
day of the sawmill is Hearing its end iu 
Maine. 


While it is undoubtedly true that 


spruce lumber will be iu demand for 
building purposes for many years yet, 
signs multiply that the supply will not 
be drawn from the Maine rivers, for tho 
day has already come when the compe- 
tition of the pulp mills has sent the price 
of logs higher than the Dumber manu- 
facturers can pay. 
In Bangor logs are 


held at $14 per 1000 feet, while the lum- 
ber that can be sawed from these logs 
will fetch but $13 per 1000 feet 
It is 


true that somewhat more than 1000 feet 
of lumber can be sawed from 1000 feet 
of logs, owing to a difference in the 
scale, but this difference, taken with 
the value of the waste, will not more 
than make things even, so that were 
the Penobscot mills to be started in 
operation today, their owners would re- 
ceive for the product just what they 
had paid for the material, and lose 
whatever might be the cost of manufac- 
ture. 


One of two things must happen before 


the Maine sawmills can be operated at 
a profit this year—logs must come down 
or lumber go up. There is no prospect 
that logs will decline in price, for the 
reason that, with 100,000,000 feet, or 
fully one-half the total cut, going to the 
pulp mills, there will not be enough left 
to supply the sawmills for even a mod- 
erate season's work. No one expects 
values to fall when the supply is short 
of the deioand. 
The pulp mills will 


buy all the logs in sight at the present 
quotations, because they can afford to 
pay the price, and if the lumbermen 
cannot afford to pay that price they 
must go without logs. 
! 


As to the prospects of an advance 


In the prico of sprace lumber, opinions 
differ. 
Everything depends upon the 


New York market, which makes the 
price for random spruce—tbe great bulk 
of the Maine lurcher production, and 
of late years the Xew York market has 
been '~up like a rocket and down like 
a stick." 
In 1900 it was difficult to 


sell the best wide randoms at $16 to 
$17.50 per 1000 feet. 
This year the 


lumbermen say they see little prospect 
of good prices, let atone high prices for 
spruce. 
There is about $4 per 1000 


difference between the price of lumber 
in New Yor'rnnft tbatqaoted in Bangor. 
From this u will be scon that $20 per 
1000, which would be considered by 
lumbermen as a good price in New 
York, would be about $15 per 1000 in 
Bangor, and the Bangor price today is 
only $13. 
While only 513 worth of lum- 


ber can be sawed from $1-1 worth of 
logs, the pulp men can do much better 
—so much better taat they can afford to 
pay the price asked for the logs and 
then make a line profit. 


One pulp 'mill on the Penobscot river 


eats up 50,000,000 to 00,000,000 feet of 
logs annually, this being the largest es- 
tablishment of the kind in the world. 
This mill 1ms been such a success that 
plans are now being madp to enlarge it 
considerably, and there are numerous 
smaller mills in operation, with several 
new onto projected. 


The situation is> simple—the men who 


cut the logs will sell them where they 
can get the highest price. 
If the saw 


mills cannot pay the price set by the 
pulp makers, then the sawmills must 
shut down. It is a question of whether 
the logs shall be sawed or ground into 
pulp, with the qjiances dt-cidedly m fa- 
vor of the grinders. 
A boom in the 


lumber market would postpone the saw- 
mills' doomsday, but the perpetuation 
of Maine's old-time industry depends 
upon a narrow chance—the discovery 
very soon of something that shall sup- 
plant spruce logs as a material for pulp.

Five gushers already in tbe Bean- 


goont field is a record which is adding 
daily Interest in the development in 
the new oil region of Texas, says a 
Baltimore dispatch to tn« New York 
Commercial Advertiser. It seems to 
be generally recognized that the great 
value of the oil is its quality as a fuel, 
placed by nature where it is capable of 
doing the greatest good to the greatest 
number at the least cost of production. 
This is the position taken in an elab- 
orate article reviewing tl>e world's oil 
trade, but having special reference to 
the Texas situation, published in the 
current number of The Manufacturers' 
Record, and written by a student of 
the oil situation from the broadest 
kind of standpoint. He writes: 


"On first impression it would seem 


that as the Beaumont oil is chiefly a 
fuel oil it would be of secondary im- 
portance to the higher grade oil, but 
when the relative demands for fuel oi! 
and refined oil are considered it is evi- 
dent that a fuel oil in the apparently 
Inexhaustible quantities in which it 
has been found in the Beaumont field 
Is of much more importance and value 
than an illuminating oil iu the com- 
paratively limited quantities that na- 
ture has provided for it. The demand 
for fuel oil is practically unlimited and 
the demand has been met in only one 
country, Russia, where the consump- 
tion of fuel oil now amounts to more 
than eight times the combined con- 
sumption of all the refined oils." 


The writer sketches the situation in 


the oilfields of the United States, Eus- 
6ia, the Dutch East Indies and other 
countries and, returning to the study 
of the Beaumont field, writes: 


"The special advantage which Beau- 


mont oil has over any other oil in the 
world is in the fact that it can be pro- 
duced and marketed at a minimum 
cost. Being produced within 18 miles 
of a seaport, it can be piped into tank 
steamers at a cost so small as to be al- 
most incalculable, and it can be deliv- 
ered at tbe seaports of the United 
States, Mexico, the West Indies, South 
America and Europe at a cost so low 
that no other fuel can be used in com- 
petition for steam purposes. Fuel oil 
from wells in the Beaumont field can 
be piped to the seaboard at Port Ar- 
thur and run into tank steamers at a 
total cost of production and transporta- 
tion not exceeding 10 cents a barrel, 
and, as 3% barrels of oil are equal to 
one ton of coal for steam purposes, this 
is equal to the delivery of coal at the 
seaboard at a eost of 85 cents a ton. 


"The location is specially advanta- 


geous for shipment to Mexico and the 
West Indies, which are the largest Jm- 
porters of American coal, receiving 
nearly 80 per cent of all the coal that 
Is exported, excepting that which goes 
to Canada. In considering the export 
feature of fuel oil and the advanta- 
geous location of the Beaumont field, 
the'growing importance of New Or- 
leans and Galvestou as seaports should 
not be overlooked. These ports now 
stand respectively fourth and fifth in 
the value of their exports, which in 
each case amounts to more than dou- 
ble that of San Francisco, and are only 
exceeded by New York, Boston aud 
Baltimore. 


"The coal used in the United States 


for steam and industrial purposes is 
about 80 per cent of the entire produc- 
tion. Wherever fuel oil has come into 
competition with coal for steam pur- 
poses it has practically driven coal 
from the field. It has done it iu Rus- 
sia and is now doing it in California, 
and it will do It wherever it comes into 
competition with coal which has to be 
transported long distances." 


The article treats of the Beaumont 


oil as a supplier of fuel for the south- 
west as well as for foreign shipment 
and says: 


"There is no question that fuel oil 


which can be put aboard vessels as 
cheaply as oil from the Beaumont field 
can be delivered to any point iu the 
United States that can We reached by 
water at a price which will give it a 
great advantage over steam coal. It 
is evident that the market in this direc- 
tion alone would absorb the entire pro- 
duction of tbe Texas oilfield at a price 
which gives its use an advantage over 
coal. That this will be the case can- 
not be doubted when it is considered 
how sensitive industrial works of 
every kind are to the cost of fuel, 
which is only secoud in importance to 


" water transportation as a factor iu the 


location and _ growth of 
industrial 


centers, and the slightest advantage Is 
Immediately taken by all consumers."

A SINGLE TAX COLONY. 


Detroit Man Finn* to Start One In 


Africa "With Jie*To«-s. 


Frank E. Warren of Detroit is mak- 


ing arrangements, to export 1,000 Amer- 
ican negroes to Africa, where they will 
start a colony, te be ran according to 
single tax principles. 


Mr. Warret, who is full of enthusi- 


asm and hard work, believes that his 
colony, which the people of Detroit call 
the Kagtiroe colony, will be an enor- 
mous success. He has accumulated 
about 
flO.COO toward 
his scheme. 


This gives only $10 per colored man, 
which is hardly enough to take them 
quite as far as Africa. But the pro- 
jector says he has only just begun. He 
expects the hearty co-operation of some 
of the best people in the south. 


"I shall start for Africa with not 


fewer than 1,000 American negroes and 
their wives and families," says Mr. 
Warren. "The country that I have de- 
cided on is about 300 miles southeast 
of Liberia and north of the Kongo. It 
Is in the heart of the wilderness, but 
communication can be easily opened 
with the coast trade. 


"This part of the continent has been 


selected principally because of its fa- 
vornWo climate find remnrlrably fertile 
•oil. The temperature never falls be- 
low 70 degrees and never rises above 
00. 5he soil gives two crops a year, 
and a man there can cultivate five 
acres of ground. 
Bach crop of five 


acres will produce at a minimum $800, 
«t a maximum $2.000. 


"All these results can be obtained 


•with a great deal less labor than the 
average negro is now made to do in the 
south practically for nothing. He will 
be his own boss, free to make his own 
way. 
He will live in a commnnity 


where there will be no white man to 
look down upon him. 


"There will be a ready market for 


our crops in England. The steamship 
lines to that country are direct and the 
commercial communications excellent. 
There «s no question that Africa, bis 
native land, offers a splendid field for 
ffc* American negro. The climate will 
suit him, and the surroundings are 
such tkat be will feel like a new man 
amenf them."

tion of tho fashion.

Relations between the United States 


aud Venezuela took on an especially 
nerioug impact la. January last when 
Minister Loomls, under instructions 
from the state department gare notice 
that the United States would exert Us 
whole power If necessary to protect 
American interests within Venezuelan 
territory, says the New York Journal. 


Minister Looinis' grave instructions 


immediately followed the receipt of 
news in Washington that an attempt 
would be made to dispossess the New 
York and Bermudez company of its as- 
phalt property without due process of 
law. The concession of this company 
was purchased for the very low figure, 
of §40,000. When General Castro as- 
sumed the presidency of Venezuela, he 
found the treasury empty and. the peo- 
ple too poor to stand further taxatiou. 


Having no otfaer recourse than to tax 


foreigners doing business lu that coun- 
try, It is claimed that he protected the 
Warner-Quiulan-Sullivan syndicate in 
•n effort to take possession of property 
claimed lay the other company. This 
government notified Minister Loomis 
that it did not take sides with either 
company, but that the matter must be 
adjusted properly iu the courts. 


Further reports indicated that own- 


ers of asphalt concessions were being 
despoiled- on native account and were 
besides victims of ill treatment and 
their lives menaced. Ill feeling on the 
part of the Venezuelans was emphasiz- 
ed by the presence of American ships 
ia the port of Caracas. 
' 


All the twisting administered to the 


British lion's tail by President Cleve- 
land on. Venezuela's behalf, which at 
that time was believed to have cement- 
ed eternal friendship between, that 
country and this, was now forgotten. 


One of the early significant acts of 


unfriendliness was the refusal' of the 
government of Venezuela to admit 
United States official consular supplies 
free of duty. Secretary Gage retorted 
by directing the New York collector of 
customs to take like action respecting 
consular supplies sent from Venezuela. 


The situation was not improved wbea 


the political band engaged in harassing 
the New York and Burmudez Asphalt 
company offered to restore the proper- 
ties and to give the company full pro- 
tection upon the payment of $400,000, 
ten times the original price of the con- 
cession. 


Late in January the native authori- 


ties at Ciudad Bolivar seised two ships 
belonging to the Orinoco Steamship 
company. This is a British corpora- 
Won, but a large majority of the stock 
was known to be held by Americans.

when Judge Phelps rose and opened 
the speaking of the evening. lit in- 
troducing the program he spr>k« v-f Uso 
board of trade and its welfaie HIOHI; 
effectively. 
He expressed 
first 
the 


gratification of the board "f trade at 
the general support accorded the ban1- 
quet, speaking of the fact that it had 
been two years since the annual ban- 
quet was held. 


There has been, he said, an inclina- 


tion on1 the part 'of some to withdraw 
from the board because it was not at 
all times active. Our experience has 
been undoubtedly similar to that of 
other cities in this respecf. There are 
periods 'of active work, followed by 
periods of inaction and depression. But 
notwithstanding-

depression, i 


may be fairly said that ^ any occa- 
sion threatening danger I" any North 
Adams industry or offering a chance 
for the advancement of the city's in- 
terests the board of trade has always 
done its duty and done it well. Or- 
ganized in 1SS2, one of the firs>. matters 
to come before it was that of securing 
the new normal school. My Ittention 
is called to this by the presence 'of a 
distinlgnished guest with us tonight, he 
said. When the state decided to estab- 
lish a new normal school, the board of 
trade decideu that there could be no 
i>etier yiace fcr it than ICoith Adams, 
mid thii ijaiuuhu v. its bri-Uriiil 15 a SU~- 
cesbfui lairniinem. 


When it was first 
proposed there 


were many who said that it was im- 
practical and even absurd, and we cer- 
tainly could not have accomplished it 
without the co-operation of all our citi 
zens and even then' we could hardly have 
done it without the valuable services 
in the legislature of our friends from 
the eastern part of the state. 


This is only one matter in Tyhich the 


board of trade has showr.1 its influence. 
No city of this size should be -without 
its well organized board of trade. The 
business of the city cannot afford to 
neglect or abandon the hn-rd.

My toast this evening is "The city of

the 


people want. You also aro a, manu- 
facturing city, and you know how im- 
portant it is in such a onmmuniiy to 
have all work in harmony. 


There is one requisite for a success- 


ful city. This :s good municipal gov- 
ernment. Capital and labor both seek 
places for themselves v. here they may 
be assured of stable and wise govern- 
ment. You have struck the keynote 
for this in your charter, when you 
placed the responsibility on the mayor, 
Your city was the' first to adopt this 
prinfciple, and we and others in the 
state have followed you. 


Public demands are increasing; every 


thing must be better than it was a few 
years ago, and the municipal problem 
is how to satisfy these demands with- 
out burdening the community too 
heavily to pay them. The trouble is 
that the word econljmy has no place ii 
the vocabulary of many, who do not 
pay taxes. After this centralization of 
responsibilty thf> chief thing is to elec't 
ao majur a. man \\ho iv-ii )>c tnc l)Ut>.- 
ness manager of the municipality, with 
out political antan'glements.

else.

They would have questioned 
Wur ability to find a spot whereon to 
put the school. The would have been 
puzzled to tell where you were reins 
to level off space enough for it. But 
you did so, -whether you filled a hollow 
or cut off the top of a mountain. Thfc 
normal school is there and I have no 
doubt filled with usefulness. 


To you I come ^ith grateful feeling 


for I have something to be thankful 
for to this community. I need not spec- 
if j- more. You know to what I refer. 


When I have seen you I do not won- 


der that the state was willing to ppend 
520,000,000 to* bore a hole through the 
mountain to get to you. But what 
would have happened to you if the 
state hadn't done this? 


I've noticed may interesting things 


here, one of them being that you use 
the same style 
of architecture that 


they do in cities where they have more 
room. In. other cities the^ put win- 
dows in the sides of the houses to see 
across the street, but I should have 
thought you would have put your win- 
flows in the roofs or your floors of 
?our houses. 


But this city as it stan3s is a monu- 


ment to the indomitable spirit of the 
men who have made it.
